It is generally claimed by writers on polit- 
ical economy that the rate of interest, like the 
price of eggs, ia regulated by supply and de- 
mand When too rate of interest is too high, 
it is an indication that the amount of currency 
is not equal to the demand — that the amount 
Is not as great as the legitimate business of 
the country requires. This has generally been 
the case throughout the West. This especial- 
ly Las worked against manufacturing and eveu 
agricultural improvement. The currency 
there was iu the country, consisted mainly in 
the credit of banks, which loaned at high rates 
of interest, principally to commercial adven 
turers, under the plausible plea that it was 
necessary for moving the produce of the coun 
try to market, must necessarily be paid 6oon 
to be loanei out again to others, the main 
profits, except in rare instances, going to the 
banks in the shape of interest, very littl 
comparatively, remaining in the hands of the 
people, as the fruits of their own earning 

The usual remedy proposed for a deficiency 
of currency has been an increase of bank is- 
sues ; but this is empirical, illusory and 
transitory. When the masses of citizens can 
readily conveu whatever they may have to 
sell, at a good profit, into currency, as is said, 
money soon becomes abundaut. It is, besides, 
generally distributed among the people, who 
hr.ve bought it and not borrowed it from 
batiks. Large expenditures for public works 
r — have a tendency to this state of 
things, having an effect far different from that 
resulting from a distribution of money by- 
loans, the advant'-ge of buying money, rather 
thau borrowing it, being apparent. V\ aeu a 
large amount of currency has been put in cir- 
culation by payments, and not by loans, the 
tendency ie to reduce tbe rate of intereet, and 
not produce those iiiiancial revulsions and 
othrr disastrous results wb'eh always ante 
a redundancy of currency by b inks ex- 
tending their accommodations. It is i 
most favorable indication that there is lit 
tie borrowing. Money is plenty, such as it 
is, and men are buying for cash, gradually ig- 
noring tbe credit system, und what seems 
favorable still, there seems to be but 
slight disposition to go into speculation. 
There seems to be a gradual accumulation of 
currency in tbe hands of those who have 
bought it and have a right to it, and not in 
the hands of borrowers who must 60on make 
payment at any sacrifice. The number of bor- 
rowers is thus gradually diminishing while 
that of the lenders is increasing. There is an 
increase of bank deposits. A competition 
among lenders must gradually bring down the 
rale ot interest as in Europe, where money- 
can be easily borrowed for from three to four 
per cent., and where the longer the time the 
ess the rate of iulcrest.

::iou of the Government in w ithdraw 
currency from circul avion and iuvit- 
investment in six per cent, stocks, 
have the tendency to keep up the rate of 
interest and thus work against the industrial 
interests of the country. A low rate of inter- 
est i6 especially necessary to the prosperity of 
manufactures, and thus it is that the East has 
been far more highly tavored than the West. 
Iu this respect we have Buffered far more 
during the last few yean than formerly. 
There was a time when the Western banks 
loaned money on accommodation paper at six 
per cent, but of Utc years the entire banking 
cipital has been used iu the purchase of bills 
of exchange en ehort^timc, and at rates gener- 
ally equivalent to ten to twelve per cent, per 
annum— rates which will not Justify any per- 
son* to pay who are engaged in any regular, 
able business like manufacture. 

In the Eastern cities money is far more 
iwlii ■ t* ***** even now, while the 
Government is paying six per cent., not fef 
money, but for its own notes now held by the 
people without interest, brokers ia New York, 
according to recent financial reports, g-.t all 
they went at four per cent,; and it is not prob- 
able that New Eng'aad manufacturers have to 
pay o.-er five for any amouut they may require, 
and for any length of time. 

If the credit system should continue to de- 
cline as last as it has recently done, a favor- 
able change may be expected. As borowers 
diminish, and lenders increase, the more easy 
it will be to obUin loans at reasonable rates. 
Some of the Western banks are even now 
windicg up, finding themselves unable to loan 
out their funds. Should the war continue for 
two or threo years longer, as is more thau 
probable, it may be a compensation for its 
evils that currency may bo suffie'enlly 
abundant for the encouragement of any enter- 
prise for the development of the resources 
and industry of tbe country in spite of the 
very prudent efforts of Mr. Chase and Congress 
to prevent a redundancy of the currency. 

To regulate the rate of interest by usury 
laws has always bsen found to be futile. 
Money and interest mast regulate themselves, 
in a great measure at leasl, by the laws of trad", 
and ].artic:?larly that of supply and demand. 
These laws may be interfered with and dis- 
turbed by irjudicious legislation, as it is be- 
lieved by many has been done by the adop- 
tion of the recent fioancial measures bv Coa- 
g:-is ; but for any good time coming in regard 
to low rates of interest, we can do little more 
than patiently wait.

Indiana Money.— The Indianapolis papers 
report that the authorities of the "Bank of 
the State of Indiana ' are discussing a propo- 
sition to sell their specie. If this should be 
determined upon, we presume that those per- 
sons w ho have been investing in that paper at 
a prcmicm, in expectation of an early resump- 
tion of specie payments by that institution, 
will be desirous of Investing in some other 
funds, without any unnecessary delay. 

Should the Indiana B^nk sell its specie as 
proposed, a bountiful issue of its currency 
may be expected in order to supply the place 
of the green-backs, which, according to the 
wisdom of that great man, Mr. Chase, and the 
immaculate Congress, are now Wng with- 
drawn from circulation by investment in Gov- 
ernment 6ix per cents. The charter of that 
institution is exceedingly favorable to an ope- 
ration of this kind ; and, judging from tbe 
great financial sagacity which has character- 
ized its management thns far, we may expect 
vast results in the way of supplying currency 
to the whole Northwist <Tom this tighly-fa 
vorcd institution. Iu charter, financially 
spexkiug, is superior to that of any other 
bank in this country, or in the world. It h 
the only bank we ever heard of ;h .t can issue 
notes on its indebtc dness — not on'y upon its 
stock, but upon ilB deposits, without any ref 
erence whatever to the amount of ppecie or 
other funds on hand.

Herring, of the First Tennessee battery, the 
fatal wounding of two of the men, aud the 
probable death of Dr. Hauuani, of this city. 
The tinst version of th". affeir is thin : A p r- 
wual difficulty has existed for some ti::ie bt> 
ween Dr. Haunam aud Lieut. Herring. On 
Saturday cveninir Capi. Abbot!, with a por- 
tion ot the battery, went ou board the Excel- 
sior to convoy the fleet above the shoal-*, and 
lelt Herring ia chi^e ol the fort. About 
three o'clock yesterday morning the Lkuun- 
teok four men, and, witaoat ur.y aidata, 
started for Dr. Meritt'c, wholivtg about two 
miles from QadflstvtHr. Dr. H iuoa'a is the 
brother-in-iav ei Merita, aud was temporarily 
stopping at his haasa, 

About nine o'clock the Lieutenant and his 
squad arrived at M ;ritt\?, and, beiug informed 
that Haunam was up stall*, ho took two men 
*_ u i. .JJL-HidJ toYsJe 1 Xa ahatt him! 
"By whose orders?" the Doctor asked. 
"This is my order," said theLieutenaut, pre- 
senting a revolver. 

With a quick movement, the Doctor 
wrenched the pistol from Herring's hand, ;ind 
turned it upon him. The two men that ac- 
companied the Lieutenant drew their pistols, 
wheu the Doctor fired at Herring, sbootiug 
him down. A geucral shooing affray then 
commenced, the men firing upon the Doctor, 
and the Doctor discharging hie pistol In rapid 
succession. The two in»n were fatally wound- 
ed, and the Doctor w;-s shot twice through the 
bad*, and, wheu the pui ties left, it was thought 
that he wa<; dying. 

Tbe train which came down from Bowling- 
green, Htll o'clock, stopped at Dr. Mcrhi's 
and brought the wounded men and the body 
of Lieut/Hcrriog down to this place. Ihe 
o3ic'.-.r iu charge o f the train arrested several 
of the cit'zens found in the vieiaity, ani re- 
ported them to the IVovoit Marshal. The 
wounded men were skillfully dressed by Drs. 
Patterson and Mitchell, aud it is doubtful 
about their recovery. 

This is bat one version of the affair. An 
investigation may give it entirely ■ different 
phase. The whole is wrapped ia mystery, aud 
the true bearings or the case will be haid to 
cbtaia.

The sum 
agreed to be paid by the "French Convention" 
has long since been paid up in full. But Mira- 
mon, the J( ff Davis of Mtxico, issued a large 
amount r f bonds to the French bankers, 
Jsques, Torres & Co.— *ome $30,fXiO 000— with 
the concurrence of the French Minister. Mi- 
ranion also squeezed the Ihrce thousand French 
residents ol the city of Mexico as hard as Jeff 
Davi8 has squeezed those of New Orleans. In 
other ways French interests suffered as much 
under Miramon as they have under Jell" Davis. 
The French Emperor now demands of tha 
lawful Government of Mexico, that put down 
the insurrection of Miramon, the recogn ; ztncc 
aud payment of these insurgeut claims, which 
n ouid render worthless the English and Span- 
ish bonds. Hence, England and Spain back 
out of the affair. 

The entire prosperity of Mexico depends on 
the yield of its old anu poor silver mines; but 
California and Nevada present so much great 
er inducements for the employment of miuirg 
capital thit Mexico is gradually "drying up," 
to use a mining phrase. 

On tbe plea of insolvency the domestic debt 
—in $40,000,000 of which Spain was interested 
—was cut dowu from fSl.Oe 3,000 to $43,000,- 
CD0, and interest to three per cent. Tbe Eng- 
lish debt was also cut down to $51,000,000, 
and interest also to three per cent. But 
Mexico has been unable to pay even tfas re- 
duced rule of iatcrest, as her average revmue 
far the last twenty-seven ycara is only $7,444,- 
440, and recreating yearly, with an ordinary 
d- licit of $3,000,000. 

To talk ubout Mexico paying money, there- 
fore, is to talk nttrsense. Her 6terile table 
laaai arc vilueless without silver mines, and 
France eau have no desire to possess it as a 
province; the pi tin E"glish being, as I said 
before — N.»poleon wishes to curry favor with 
his own dissatisfied clergy by restoring, by 
Ibrce oi arms, the bishops of Mexico. Spain 
acquiesces , but dares not take part for fear ol 
incurring the hostility of the United States, 
aad endangeriog her hold on Cuba. Spain 

behavior' is St^5m^ ti^^ik ^ t%i F %d kil% 
it. Such is my notion of the imbroglio. 

No Fokeion War.— The New York An'i- 
Slavcry S'.audard doe3 not think there will be 
a-ay difficulty with England while Mr. Seward 
is Secretary of State, or while the war lasts, in 
confirmation of which it makes the following 
statement: 

Within a week a distinguished citizen came 
on to sec Mr. Seward, that he might obtain 
indemnity from the Spanish Govetnment on 
account of the willful destruction of an 
ajaa rie aa vessel in Spanish waters. The 
ficts made out a clear and unmistakable case 
for the claimant, and Mr. Seward did not 
i'p teud tint the case was not a perfectly 
good one, but he replied to thi man : "We 
engaged iu Buch a civil war that we can- 
not risk any chances of foreign entangle- 
ments, and you had belter for the present 
submit to inj ustice lor the sako of your coun- 
tr> !" Is the man who said that likely to 
planet the country, unnecessarily, into a war 
with England I Certainly not. So, in Bpite 
ot the clamor in certain quarters over the 
prospects of a foreign war, we shall not have 
it. Mr. Seward Is loo timid for a loreigu war, 
aud in the condition of our national all iirs his 
timidity will save US. 

We would deeply regret any hostile diffi- 
culties with Great Britain, or any Other Eu- 
ropean power, while our present war is on 
our hands. One war at a time is bad enough, 
without washing for more; and we hope Mr. 
Seward may so manage his diplomatic cards 
as to prevent us being involved in two at 
once. 

A Spirited Photograph. — "One who ha3 
liv«*d in Georgia and South Carolina" writes to 
tbe London Daily News to say that thoee 
States will probably refuse to pull together in 
the long run, for the reason that Georgia pos- 
sesses an industrial community who are by 
nature honest, notwithstanding their drift into 
secession, while South Carolina- 
Wag settled by poor nobility, dee-ayed aris- 
tocracy, discontented Canadians, out at-the 
elbows gentlemen, poliie swindlers, and the 
ritfr;ill of broken down noblesse, gamblers 
and demi reps of Paris and London. That 
was tbe original stock. Much of it has since, 
by their beautilu! domestic system, been im- 
proved, strengthened, and made more vigor- 
ous by an infusion of blood from the more 
athletic and iuduslrious race known In histo- 
rj as the descendants of Ham. 

The writer, after laying on these strong col- 
ors, fills his canvas thus: 

Sou'h Carolina may be called a lazy, gen- 
teel, ambitious, piratical filibuster, while 
Georgia is a modest, homespun, unrefined, 
plodding, honest tiller of the soil.

From Fredericksburg. 

[Correspondence of the Richmond Examiner.] 

Fredericksburg, April 14. 

The military condition here has been with- 
out incident or in'erest. Until Sunday not 
even a rumor rippled the quiet surface of the 
situation. It was then reported tbU the ene 
my were op tbe march toward the United 
Slates Mine Ford. This conclusion wa3 based 
npon observations made withia their lines 
from elevated points on this side of the 
river, but your correspondent has seen 
all that was visible, and cm say with 
certainty, that no considerable lore h±* as yet 
taken that direction. Two or three regi- 
ments of Infantry, as many taW bitteries, 
and a siogie regiment of cavalry, compiised 
the movement in our immediate front. Its 
destination and desigu are unknown, but so 
far from the general Indications within the 
enemy's lines signifying a forward move meut, 
they import the contrary, and fbt several 
nights the sounds of workii:<r pirties er gaged 
in the cons'ruction of defensive fertiticallous 
on the opposite side of the hills have been 
distinctly audible. Last night signal lights 
were gleaming on the Falmouth Might*, and 
the railway trains were in motion until morn- 
ing. To-rtigbt we have the same intercstirg 
display, with the addition cf a great banging 
of drums and blowing of bugles. 

It Is to be hoped that Hooker will advance. 
His coming is anxiously awaited by the army 
of Northern Virginia, who now regard th<; 
destruction of the Army of the Potomac as a 
military necessity, and believing that the war 
is near its termination, they desire to give it 
a brilliant coup dc graft. Our rucccsscs at 
Vieksbnrg and Charleston, and tb« prompt 
and influential subscription of the £io,000,000 
European loan, have inspired the army and 
the whole country. 

There remains nothing more to be said save 
that the condition of the troops hero is all 
that can be desired. This was inspection day 
for General Barksdale's command, and there 
was not a condemned musket in the whole 
brigade. The men throughout this depart- 
ment were never iu such good health, equip- 
ment, and efficiency as at present. 



New Carthage.— This place, which was 
taken on the 4ch inst., aud is now held by the 
troops under Gen. McClernand's command, is 
situated on the west bank of the Mississippi 
river, about twenty-five relies below Vicks- 
burg. A correspondent giv^s the following 
account of how tha place was taken: 

It is flanked on the left by B .you Vidcll; on 
the righ'. baik of this bayou is a levee running 
from Roucdaway bayou to the Mississippi 
river, but this levee has three large crevasses. 
We \valk»d on tho levee aad would use our 
skiffs to croes to the otuer side. Wheu we came 
to the crevasse, and while waiting for thefk n* 
to take us across, we were saluted by a v .Hey 
of musketry lrom the Carthagcnian?, which 
had the effect to arouse our ire, for one of the 
balls came very cles j to our Generals. We 
returned the fire, lor each of us had a musku, 
and had quite a little fuhr. As the night had 
begun to draw her sable curtain arouad U3, 
we raised the siege aud full back to Smith's 
plantation. 

Next day GsceralOiterhaus, with two com- 
nles of in r antry and one mounted howitzer, 
embarked on ttatbouls auu t-kiit -. in v. i upon 
Carthage. When at the proper distance he 
opened tire wi'h his howiizer upou the town. 
After shelling it thirty minutes, he debarked 1 
his infantry and took the place at the point of 
the bay o act, killing one man and running the 
balance away.

IMPREGXAC1LITT OF THE MONITORS. 

There will be found In our columns this 
morning a letter from Mr. Ericsson, with re- 
gard to the test of the strength of the fl^et oi 
Monitors under the walls of Surrpter and 
Moultrie. Having witnessed that great con- 
flict, and after the battle visited all the Moni 
tors engaged in it, we have uo hesitation in 
asserting that it was a matter of anonishment 
to all experienced observers to sec how little 
they were really injured. They were scarred 
and bruised, and their smoke stacks penetrat- 
ed by the projectiles IPeraJly rained on them 
by tbe enemy; but even in this respect, not 
one of them fared as badly as the original 
Monitor In her conflict with the Merrimac. 
No one doubted her entire ability to renew 
the tight next day, and cur entire fleet of 
Monitors were as competent to return to the 
walls o: Sumpter as she then was to meet the 
Merrirn ic. 

Tiie damage done to the Nabant, Passaic, 
and Weehawken— the onlv veesela of the fleet 
really irjurcd— was completely remedied be 
fore noon ou Weduesday. The turret of the 
Nahant is represented to have been wedged by 
a ehot striking it at the lower edge, where it 
comes in contact with the deck. This was not 
the case, and it was restored to working con- 
dition early next moniiug by Mr. Farren, who 
band that the difficulty was in the socket of 
the turret, at the very bottom of the ve?sel, 
w hich had been jarred out of its place by a 
heavy concussion on the upper edge of the 
turret. In two hours he had i* revolving at 
the rate of one and a half minutes to the cir- 
cuit. Some of the bolts of her pilot-house 
were broken, but there was no penetration 
either there or in the turret. Her deck w.-s 
ecarred, her smoke-pipe cut through, and tha 
deepest indentation (two and thrcc-qnartcr 
inches) received by u.y of the vessels made in 
her turret, but she could have fowjht as (ffutu- 
aUij next day as any of the jteet. 

The only trouble with the Passaic was the 
protrusion of a bolt head in the turret, whie*i 
prevented one of the slides of her port-»top- 
per from opening.

The Weebawknn was more extensively 
scarred by the shot of the enemy than any 
othe^r of the vessels, and her deck was at one 
poiut penetrated by a steel-pointed rifle eh' t 
of small caliber. This shot cut a groove in 
the deck about eighteen inches long, and very 
smooth, and Is supposed to have passed un- 
derneath and Into oae of the coal-bunks. The 
fracture, however, was very small, aud tho 
damage of no account, so tar as her efficiency 
was concerned. The side armor of her bull 
was also severely tested, four balls having 
struck on the upper edge within a space oi 
two feet, it presented at this spot a very 
ragged apoearance. Her gallant eonmander, 
Captain John K< -users, ltd the battle, was the 
tirst in and the last out, and never ceased 
firing. For a ren-.wal ol the fight she had 
received no real injury. So also with the 
other four. The Pawpsco, Catskill, Nanluck 
ct and Montauk were beautitied by the scars 
of war, but not injured in the sughest mau- 
ner, so far as ability to renew the fight was 
concerned. 

As to their steering qualities, they are ua- 
cqualed by any vessels ever constructed.

A terrific tornado visited the vicinity of 
Grundy county on Saturday list. The first 
heard of it was at the town of Norman, where 
cWrec mos piuiuiy trvt'uaule to the town of 
Mhzou. Houses were toru from their foun 
datiens aud dashed to pieces, the largest fees 
were torn to lragmenu, horsus and cattle 
were scattered through the fields, household 
furniture was carried to the distance of half a 
mile, and other evidences of the fearful 
streugth of the storm are given. 

Near Mazan forty acres of timber was 
torn dowD. 

The storm here seems to bavs spent its 
force. Bat one person named Vine is known 
to have been killed. Others were injured, 
but none, as far as is learned, scriou-.ly.

— On Wedn«sday night 
about 0 o'clock, the freight train on the Indl 
auapolis railroad, bound south, was standing 
on the switch at Memphis, Ind., when the up- 
train ran into two cars which were left on the 
main track. The locomotive was damaged and 
the two cars were demolished. The engi 
had his hand hurt. This accident caused a 
delay of the noon passenger train, which failed 
to make the connection with the Ohio and 
Mississippi train.

The ladies— where were 
they | We noticed very few, which, doubtless, 
was the cause of tJfo « trcct corners being va- 
cated by the regular stand-by's who do 
congregate every time the sun shines. The 
sun didn't shine yesterday at all. We suppose 
the clerk of ihe weather took it in to have 
spripgwash its lovely face, that it might smile 
n all its loveliness upon us to-day. Mr. Clerk, 
don't disappoint us. Every pretty girl 
will have an eye to the sun (son) 
to-day. We visited the wharf, expecting 
to see it crowded with steamboats 
and business alive. We didn't find either. 
Not a steamboat was to be seen, nor a dray — 
save one — and that was fastened in a mud- 
hole, freighted with a k<-g of beer and a big 
fat German, who drank most of the beer to 
relieve the weight. He got out. A lew old 
hay-barges gracefully floated on the bosom of 
the Ohio, and the ferry eamo in on lime 
crowded with newsboys and hoop-poles. 
Silence reigned supreme iu the hotels. We 
noticed a great many who were groaning un 
der the weight of small-siz-d articles of dol- 
lar jewelry on their shoulders, who are "here 
on duty." We noticed , in our round', a great 
many soldiers, who, we are pleased to say, 
were very gentlemanly and orderly in their 
eportmcnt. We did not meet an in- 
toxicated soldier on the streets yester- 
terday. Another remarkable fact — there 
was not a single fight that we heard of ; 
and as a general thing yesterday was one of 
the mo3t quiet, orderly days we have known 
to pass in the city for many a day. "So mote 
it be." Less business done, less whisky 
drank, less fighting and civ.l arrest*, less 
money made, less item3 of news and rumors 
—"lest— less— quit"

A Monstrous Wolf.— Ammi L Parker, of

—The Indianapolis Sentinel of 
says that it is understood that Gov. Morton 
has received telegraphic dispatches from one 
Brown, Jones, Smith or Thompson, that Nash- 
ville, Brown county, is occuj ied by three thou- 
sand rebels. Tae dispatch states that the town 
is fortified, and that the rebels are prepared to 
resist any forces which may be sent agalns 
them. This report or dispatch may be true, 
but we are inclined to believe that the Smiih, 
Jones or Thompson who forwarded such a 
dispatch to the Commander-iu-Chief of the 
Army and Navy of Indiana, was slight!y In- 
deed to humbug His Excellency; or else was 
humbugged himself. We fervent'y hope and 
trust that the news by mail or private couriers 
will not confirm this startling telegraphic re- 
port. 

—Early on Saturday morning last the rebels, 
about three thousand In number, are reported 
as having attack id our forces at Fayettevilli, 
Ark., who numbered less than two thousand. 
The rtbels were repulsed with considerable 
loss, whilo the casualties on our side were 
but five killed and seventeen wounded. 

—The Richmond Dispatch of the 17th con 
tains a brief telegram stating that there were 
rumors of hot work on the Biackwater, but 
giving no particulars. Tae Ecquirer of the 
10. h announce* that heavy firing was heard 
near Kelley's Ford on the day previous, and 
elsewhere says that the Federals were re- 
pulsed five times. It was believed that Gen 
eral Hooker intended to make a general ad- 
vance, in order to avail himself of the troop! 
whose term of service expires on the first of 
May. 

— The news from Louisiana is interesting. 
Gen. Weitzel, one of the most active and ?ir.- 
Gcucrals in tho United States, is movfog up 
the Tcchc river, driving the rebel force in that 
region before him, and expected, with the ai 
of re-enforcrments which had ariivcd, to caj 
turc, whip or disperse tho entire force, some 
eight thousand s'.rong. The blest date is the 
13th. A small body of negro troops, under 
Col. Daniels, lauded from Ship Island and cap- 
tured the town of Pascagoula, Mississippi, but 
were subsequently driven out by the rebels 
and forced to return to their Ulacd. A paroled 
seaman lrom the frig .te Mississippi, aestroyed 
at Port Hudson, reports that great damage 
was done to the rebel works by Farragut'e 
fleet in the midnight paesage of the batteries. 
Admiral Farragut was blockadlr g the mouth 
of Red river with the Hartford, the Albatross 
and the ram Switzerland. 

—We have the gratifying iatel ligence that 
Democracy achieved an jther glorious triumph 
in the Chicago municipal election, which oc- 
curred on Monday. Francia C. Sherman 
was tlecled by a handsome majority despite 
the vigorous effort* of the Republicans to the 
contrary. 

— The rebels arc as covetous of Missouri 
as they are of Kentucky, that "heaven of a 
place." Mr. Carly'e, a Union citizsn of Ar- 
kansas, who arrived at Memphis on the 12: h, 
after uncounted perils of seccision, bring.' 
news that Kirby Smith is at Little Rock, try- 
ing to collect and organize the battered and 
demoralized army of Hindman. He is also 
attempting to fortify the Arkansas river at 
four or five important points below Little 
Rock. 

— A great Uaion mass meeting was held ii 
New York on Monday last, at which Gen. Scott 
presided. The "old hero" wrapped himseli 
in the American flag. Speeches were deliv- 
ered by Hon. John V^n Buren, Hon. Henry 
J. Raymond, and others. Letters were read 
lrom distinguished gentlemen, and Union res 
olutions were adopted by the meeting, which 
is said to have been enthusiastic. 

— The Chicago Post of yesterday says that 
official returns from thirty-six counties in 
Wisconsin, comprising about 100,000 voters — 
more than nine-tenths of Ike total vote polled 
—gives Cothren, the Democratic candidate for 
Chief Justice in that State, 4,151 more than 
Dixon. The remaining counties gave between 
600 and 7G0 Democratic majority last fall, but
